In spite of the separation from family and friends daring the school year, all of 
the girls in tfte ABC (A Better Cfiance) program feel that t he academic, social and cultural experiences they 
have giined by their participation were worth the sacrifice. ABC provities minority high school students 
nationwide with the chance to get a better education than the one they might have received in their own 
pu6Gc scftoof svstem. Liftana ftas even decided to remain in town another four years —while she attends 
Wellesley College. 

The METCO (Metropolitan Council for Educational Opportunity) program shares similar goals, except 
all of the students commute daily from Boston and some have been in tJxe Wellesley Public Scfioot System 
since kindergarten. METCO senior Daneen Jackson said, "I began my participation in the Wellesley 
METCO program at tfte age of five; I ftave grown up within the corridors, classrooms, hallways, 
playgrounds and schools of this community. Tfte experience fell normal to me and I adjusted wed ... the 
METCO program fias dept Wedesley from being isolated from the city of Boston; (it) 6ui£t a 6rix£qe 
tfirougfi children ... I ftave learned to relate clearly and confidently witn people of different races, and I 
f eel that they have learned to communicate witft me."

The idea of California some day fading into the Pacific seemed dose to 
reality when the largest earthquake occurred — kiting hundreds, injuring 
many more, and leaving the country worried about the future welfare of that 
state. 

In Wellesley the major issue has 6een an economic one — the subject of 
severe budget cuts and the override of proposition 2 1/2. The economy of 
the state of Massachusetts is in worse shape than the town's and it can only 
be hoped that the current crop of graduates can go out into the world and 
effect a difference.
